polished performance, poised 
and professional, when Atty.

The event marked the po- 


litical maturation of a man 
who came into office young, 
bearing the greatest family 
name in state politics. But it 
presents the irony of a man 
who, having come of political 
age, may find that he can't 
win this year, no matter what 
he does in the coming cam- 
paign.

"It will be an uphill fight," 
LaFollette candidly admitted 
in surveying the prospects of 
the probable race against 
incumbent Republican Gov. 
Warren P. Knowles. 


"It will be 10,000 votes 


either way," said a LaFollette 
intimate, speculating on the 
best of all races that can be 
run against Knowles. That's a 
margin of one-half of 1 per 
cent at best.

Greatly Altered Rights 
Bill Returned to House 


Senate-Passed Version Includes 
Open Housing, Antiriot Provision

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has received a Senate- 
passed civil rights bill and an 
appeal from President Johnson 
to enact the measure which in- 
cludes landmark open-housing 
and antiriot provisions. 


House leaders met Monday 


night, a few hours after the Sen- 
ate passed the bill 71 to 20, to 
map plans for getting the meas- 
ure* through to the President. 


The House originally passed 


the administration

providing federal protection to 
Negroes and civil rights work- 
ers. 


But after seven weeks of Sen- 


ate debate, the new version pro- 
vides: 


—A ban on discrimination in 


the sale or rental of all housing 


except owner-occupied single- 
family homes sold without the 
aid of a broker, or portions of 
dwellings sheltering up to four 
families provided the owner re- 
tains residence. This would 
mean about 80 per cent of the 
nation's housing would be cov- 
ered by 1970.

Similar gold transfers from 


the money stock to the so-called 
Exchange Stabilization Fund- 
both exceeding $400 million- 
were made in December. 


The Treasury said today's 


transfer will permit the fund to 


take care of the U.S. share of 
sales on the London market in 
February, to handle London 
sales so far in March, to sell 
gold directly to foreign govern- 
ments and to handle other con- 
tingencies. 


Second Transfer 


This is the second gold trans- 


fer this year from the money 
stock to the Exchange Stabiliza- 
tion Fund from which sales are 
actually made. The previous 
transfer of $100 million took 
place on Feb. 6. 


This does not mean the $45C 


million has left the country bul 
it is available to the government 
as needed for sales abroad.

Corruofion in Vietnam

The report by a top United States 


civilian working in Vietnam tinder the 
Agency for International Development is 
another discouraging reflection upon the 
government of South Vietnam. Combined 
with the problem of finding a way to 
encourage the South Vietnamese troops to 
fight, the report indicates that if we stay in 
Vietnam we ought to take over the 
government and the control of the army. 


The AID official said flatly that "cor- 


pption is permeating all echelons of 
government 
and society, corroding the 


vitality of this nation, eroding the frame- 
work of government and unnecessarily 
prolonging the war." Those involved are 
men at the top as weii as down the ranks. 
In fact "Vietnamese officials 
are so 


involved that very few have hands suffi- 
ciently clean that they can make an 
immediate major independent contribu- 
tion." The official listed 17 types of 
corruption but said that the list could go on 
indefinitely and that "the concept of 
honesty is a relative one — an 'honest" man 
is one who lines his pocket up to a certain 
reasonable point and then is satisfied." 


Meanwhile American soldiers and Ma- 


rines down in the ranks are quoted as 
deeply resenting the activities of the South 
Vietnamese military. Their widespread 
looting, particularly in Hue. is bad enough 
but the most bitter charge against them is 
their unwillingness to fight. In actual 


numbers, the United States has about as 
many troops in Vietnam as there are North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong troops. The fact 
that the South Vietnamese have at least six 
times as many men under arms in the 
country as the Americans and that a virtual 
stalemate exists is a clear indication that 
the South Vietnamese troops are worth 
practically nothing at alL 


Why is it that the Vietnamese with the 


Viet Cong and the North Vietnamese army 
can be stimulated to fight so fiercely with 
tremendous losses while the South Vietna- 
mese generally hide out till the Americans 
come along? There is a tie-up, we suspect, 
between the corruption of the government 
of Souih Vieinam and this apathy toward 
defeating the Communists. And tiie apathy 
goes beyond the South Vietnamese mili- 
tary: the Tet Communist offensive in the 
cities could not have had the success it did 
without active support or at least the 
neutrality of a lot of Vietnamese civilians. 


If the Johnson Administration is going 


to send another 200.000 American troops 
into the Vietnamese swamp, it must also 
demand absolute control of military, eco- 
nomic and political machinery. This will 
mean widespread dissension within Viet- 
nam, we have no doubt. But United States 
troops should no longer be required to die 
in ever greater percentages for the sake of 
a government that cannot and will not 
discipline itself. 


Judicial Referendum Questions 


There are two referendum questions on 


the ballot for the April 2 election on 
amendment of the state constitution as it 
applies to the retirement of supreme court 
justices and circuit court judges. A better 
state judicial system would be served by 
approving both amendments. 


The first such question asks: Shall 


Section 24 of Article VII of the Constitu- 
tion be emended to provide a. uniform 
annual retirement date for Supreme Court 
Justices and Circuit Judges of July 31st 
following attainment of retirement age, 
instead of the month of attaining retire- 
ment age? 


Under present provisions of the consti- 


tution, a judge must retire at the end of the 
month in which he attains age 70. This 
generally means that the governor then 
must appoint a judge to serve until an 
election can be held. And since the judge 
appointed by the governor usually has a 
considerable advantage in such an election, 
the governor plays an important role in 
selecting the state's Supreme Court justices 
and circuit judges. 


Under the proposed amendment, a 


justice or judge would retire on July 31 in 
the year in which he reaches age 70. Since 
this fact is known well in advance, an 
election could be called the preceding April 
to select a successor. Thus the state judicial 
system would become elective in fact as 
well as in name. 


There is another important advantage 


to the July 31 uniform retirement date. 
Summer is the low point in the judicial 
work year. By that time a judge normally

The second question asks: Shall Section 


24 of Article VII of the Constitution be 
amended to permit any person who has 
served eight or more years as a Justice of 
the Supreme Court or as a Judge of the 
Circuit Court to serve temporarily on 
appointment by the Chief Justice as a 
Judge of a Circuit Court under the general 
laws enacted by the legislature? 


Under present provisions of the consti- 


tution, a justice or judge must serve until 
his mandatory retirement date in order to 
be eligible to be appointed a reserve judge. 
This means that if he is up for re-election 
within a year or so of his retirement date, 
he oust seek re-election. If he wins, he 
serves a few months or a few years, retires, 
and a successor must be selected to fill out 
the term. 


There have oeen instances in the past, 


and several are in the offing in the 
immediate future,, where a judge has run 
for re-election with only a month or so to 
serve in the new term before retirement. 


The attorney general's office has point- 


ed out that approval of this amendment 
would increase the supply of reserve circuit 
court judges available to the state, thus 
decreasing the need for increasing the 
number of circuit courts. That number has 
increased from 40 to 50 in less than a 
decade. 


State voters can improve their judiciary 


by voting Yes on these two amendments. 


because they are growing more opinionated 
about public questions, they are using more 
words in their telegrams to offer advice, to 
complain about their representatives' vot- 
ing, and other matters. As aH of us know, 
the reduced rate telegram applies only to 
the first 15 words of a telegraphic message.

And 
for the commission not to 
acknowledge this limitation is 
an expression of intellectual 
cockiness — the characteristic 
p r e t e n s e of upper-income 
America. 


This cockiness feeds a kind

"WHITE RACISM'' 


First, there is the singling 


out of "white racism" as the 
chief source of trouble with 
the Negro community. To be 
sure, the commission does not 
name the white racists. 


But everybody knows the 


commission does not have in 
mind the successful, highly 
educated Americans who have 
the means to insulate them- 
selves physically and psycho- 
logically from the world of the 
ghetto. 


When it speaks of racism, 


the commission has in mind 
those who have to compete 
with the Negro for jobs, for 
housing, and for places in 
schools and hospitals. It has in 
mind, and everybody knows it, 
the low-income whites. 


On top of the insult implicit 


in the epithet "racist." more- 
over, successful America piles 
the injury of pressuring low- 
income whites to make sacri- 
fices on behalf of the Negro. 
As its prime recommendation, 
the commission asks that local 
government be made more 
responsive to the needs of the 
ghetto. 


The commission wants bet- 


ter service for the ghetto by 
the police, the teachers, the 
sanitation workers, the social 
workers, and hospital workers. 
And who are 
they, these 


policemen, teachers, and other 
municipal workers who are 
being asked to change their 
way of doing things on behalf 
of the black community? They 
are. of course, the low-income 
whiles. 


The point, of course, is not 


that the commission's diagno- 
sis and recommendations are 
wrong, or even ill-founded. 
They seem to me. as I have 
already said, essentially right. 
But it would surely be much 
easier to have these recom- 
mendations a c c e p t e d , and 
much more wholesome for this 
country in general, if success- 
ful American showed a little 
more sympathy and under- 
standing for tiie low-income 
whites of this country. 


Thus the idea that Gov. 


Knowles, for all of his even- 
natured disposition and sophis- 
ticated experience, has had his 
quarrels with some of the 
leaders of the present legisla- 
ture is quite believable. In- 
deed, it would require a saint- 
ly man to avoid some friction 
in relations between the legis- 
lative and executive depart- 
ments.

But t h a t Gov. Knowles 


should have even considered , 
the idea of imposing as a 
condition of his own candidacy 
the " d u m p i n g " of Harold 
Froehlich, the speaker of the 
Assembly, is not credible, 
n o t w ithstanding the wide- 
spread publicity given to that 
unsubstantiated story last 
week. It won't wash on the 
face of it. for there is no way 
to control the organization of 
the legislature from the gover- 
nor's office before the next 
election. 


The Wisconsin Assembly, as 


far as anyone now knows, 
won't be in session agam until 
the beginning of next year. 
Thus the speaker cannot be 
dumped, as the story said, 
before Knowles must decide 
whether to seek re-election. 
But even if the governor had 
so far lost his poise and his 
sense of the practical 
in 


politics acquired during a 
quarter of a century of Capitol 
experience, there is no way for 
him to impose such a condition 
upon the next legislature, even 
if it is Republican-oriented. No 
man on earth can forecast 
now who will sit in the next 
legislature, let alone control 
its organization.

Had the story been confined

Every correspondent in the 
Capitol has been aware of 
such things and has reported 
them from time to time during 
the last year.

Froehlich and others have 
obviously been angered at 
Knowles, on some appoint- 
ments, and on some vetoes, as 
some harsh public statements 
from them have shown clearly 
enough. But this is the essence 
of the constitutional separation 
of powers, as every executive 
in the state or the nation 
should know when he enters 
upon his office, or learns 
quickly. 


MUST PULL TOGETHER 


Even such a good-natured 


man as Walter J. Kohler Jr., 
one of the most popular gov- 
ernors the state has had in 
modern times, sometimes lost 
his patience with the legisla- 
ture. The late Gov. Goodland's 
diatribes about legislators will 
be remembered by most of the 
politicians of middle-age or 
above. But those were the 
days of heavy Republican su- 
premacy. They are now over. 
Today Republican politicians 
who quarrel with each other 
are ignoring the oldest rule o! 
their profession — that if they 
don't hang together, they are 
likely to hang separately.

ternal security subcommittee. 


The department charged that 


his action violated the Truman 
rule. Otepka claimed it didn't 
and appealed for reinstatement 


But more was involved than 


an impersonal legalism. 


The 
subcommittee 
staged 


hearings for almost two years, 
then released 20 volumes of tes- 
timony, one at a time. 


At last in June, 1967, the de- 


partment held a closed two- 
week hearing. In December Sec-

litical maturation of a man 
who came into office young, 
bearing the greatest family 
name in state politics. But it 
presents the irony of a man 
who, having come of political 
age, may find that he can't 
win this year, no matter what 
he does in the coming cam- 
paign. 


'Either Way' 


"It will be an uphill fight," 
LaFollette candidly admitted 
in surveying the prospects of 
the probable race against 
incumbent Republican Gov. 
Warren P. Knowles. 


"It will be 10,000 votes 


either way," said a LaFollette 
intimate, speculating on the 
best of all races that can be 
run against Knowles. That's a 
margin of one-half of 1 per 
cent at best. 


And the same Democrats 


who are backing LaFollette 
are frank to admit in private 
that he will not run this year 
under the best of'all -possible 
conditions. 


His is a vote-getting name, 


drawing comparisons with a 
half-century 
of 
progressive 


politics in the state that saw 
his grandfather, father and 
uncle leave lasting impres- 
sions on Wisconsin and the 
nation. 


His campaign-will be tied to
